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TRAFFIC halted, elevators 
stopped and people were left 
sweltering. in their homes and 
offices yesterday as a result of a 
power failure that affected some 
two-thirds of the country. 

An Israel Electric Corpora- 
tion spokesman said the source 
of the malfunction was “most 
likely a brush fire near Kibbutz 
Givat Haim that bumed a bigh 
voltage cable, which is a part of 
the national electric carrier.” 
The IEC said the kibbutz was 
not responsible for the fire. 

The ensuing short circuit 
caused an imbalance in electric 
supply between the northern 
and coastal-area stations. This, 
in turn, overloaded other lines 
and caused a total shutdown in 
the southern power grid at 
about 1:00 p.m. By 1:45, power 
was out in all areas south of 
Hadera. 

TEC deployed special teams 
who put emergency power 
sources such as gas turbines into 
operation and worked to correct 
the malfunction. 

Power was graduaily restored 
to sections of the country after 
4:00 p.m, with most areas re- 
gaining electricity by 5:45 p.m. 

Damage to business and in- 
dustry as a result of the power 
failure were estimated ‘at 
NIS 120 million. ᾿ 

Yesterday afternoon, Energy 
Minister Gonen Segev appoint- 
ed former Tel Aviv mayor 
Shlomo Lahat to head an inde- 
pendent investigating commit- 
tee “to examine how a power 
failure of such vast proportions 
had occurred,” and bow it could 
be prevented from recurring. 

Segev was hesitant to admit 
that yesterday's power failure

THE Health -Ministry’s committce 
on human experimentation will hold 
an emergency meeting Sunday at 
the request of Health Minister 
Ephraim Sreh, to discuss his request 
to allow organ transplants from ἃ 
live donor. 

Sneh said last month that in view 
of progress in organ transplantation, 
he wants to allow first-degree rela- 
tives of cystic fibrosis (CF) patients 
to be able to donate a part of a tung 
for transplant. ee 

The committee, chaired by minis- 
try director-general Dr. Meir Oren, 
is responsible for approving all such 
new 

The committee must set general 
guidelines for live-donor transplants 
and specific guidelines relating to 
CF patients. 

Some 300 young Israelis suffer 
from the genetic disease, which 
causes thick mucous to accumulate 
in the lungs, resulting in serious 
infections. 


Although treatment has improved 
in recent years, there is no cure, and 
most patients die by che time they 
reach their thirties unless they un- 
dergo a lung transplant. 


Local know how to per- 
form a lung transplant from a live 
donor. Bat donor organs are hard to 
get here, and thus most patients have 
flown abroad for the expensive 


surgery. ᾿ 

The committee includes a chief 
rabbi, a Christian philosopher, a 
kadi, a representative of the Israel, 
Medical Association and various ac- 
ademics.

Meanwhile, Oren called on ail 
senior medical personne! to increase 
their awareness of patients’ rights.

These inclade respect for privacy 
and the individual, consent for med- 
ical treatment, the right to full infor- 
mation and a second opinion if 
desired. 

These rights will be included in a 
Patients’ Rights Bill introduced in 
the Knesset three years ago that is 
still moving through the legislative 
process. 


Water prices go up 11.8% 


EVELYN GORDON 


An 11.8 percent rise in water prices 
was approved by the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee yesterday. 

Prices from now on will be 
NIS 2.07 for the first 8 cu.m. (up 
from NIS 1.85), NIS 3.10 for the 
next 7 cu.m. (up from NIS 2.77), 
and NIS 4.57 for each additional cu- 
bic meter (up from NIS 4.10). In 
Eilat, prices will be 17% lower, 
since there is no VAT there. 

The surcharge for maintenance of 
the water systems will rise from 


NIS 0.10 to NIS 0.12 per cum. 

According to the Treasury, the 
increase was needed because Me- 
korot is now charging the local au- 
thorities more for water. (The local 
authorities get water from Mekorot 
and then distribute it) Supplying 
water has become more expensive 
for the local authorities in other 
ways as well, the Treasury said. 

Dan Tichon (Likud) was the only 
committee member to vote against 
the increase.

Repre- 
senting the antithesis of the “post Zionist” 

"philosophy, which wishes to replace the ingath- 
ering of exiles with a faceless integration into 

: the region, Sharansky still seems to believe that 
Israel can be a magnet for all Jews, not just a 
shelter for the persecuted. 

As a realist, he assumes that there is no way 
to bring about the fulfillment of this Zionist 
dream without attaining political power. It 
would have been nicer had the-existing parties 
felt as compelled as he does to place aliya at the 
top of their priority scale. But the unfortunate 
fact is that altya has become not only secondary 
in the parties’ agendas, but an unfashionable 
subject: in the political arena. There are even 
thosé among the “‘post Zionists” who — having 

* adopted the Arab interpretation of Zionist histo- 
Ty — deem aliya an obstacle to peace. 
, The major parties will try to paint Shar- 


ansky’s ‘‘Yisrael Ba’aliya” movement as a 
purely parochial, one-issue lobby intended (ο΄. 
promote the interests of recent immigrants. And 
there is always a danger that the impatient 
among his followers will want simply to trade 
their clout for immediate, practical 
rewards. But if Sharansky’s recent pronounce- 
ments are any indication, the purpose of this 
movement, though based on a hard core of 
relative newcomers, is to change the order of 
priorities of the whole nation. 

That is why the success of Yisrael Ba’aliya 
depends on its appeal not only to recent immi- 
grants from the CIS and Ethiopia, but to veteran 
Israelis of all walks of life. If the movement 
established on Wednesday becomes a party and 
Sharansky rons for the Knesset as its leader, he 
must not consider his goal only to improve 
absorption policies and make the integration of 
newcomers easier. He and his followers must 
aim at revitalizing the Zionist i and 
strive to turn Israel Into an irresistible lodestone 
for Jews everywhere. 

Tf Sharansky achieves nothing more than the 
teexamination by the major parties of their own 
agendas, even if they do so purely out of fear of 
his electoral power, he will have justified the 
founding of his political movement. But his 
personal pel rs his legendary charisma, his

Coroner in Simpson case:

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The cor- 
oner testifying in the O.J. Simpson 
murder trial yesterday defended 
his investigators’ failare to exam- 
ine Nicole Brown Simpson for 
signs she was raped or had consen- 
sual sex before she was slain. 

Dr. Lakshmanan Sathyavagis- 
waran said, “I didn't feel it was 
necessary" for a coroner’s crime- 
scene investigator to collect evi- 
dence to document sexual activity 
by Ms. Simpson, because factors 
suggested she had not been raped. 

“She was fully clothed. The inti- 
mate apparel were in place.” 
Lakshmanan said. “There was 00 
evidence of any injuries to the 
thigh that I could see.” 

In other cases of sexual assault 
where the victim's clothing is 
found on the body, Lakshmanan 
said, it has been put on haphazard- 
ly by the attacker. 

Defense attorneys for O.J. 
Simpson have criticized coroner's 
investigators for not using a sexual 
assault kit to gather evidence from 
Ms. Simpson's body. 

The defense also accuses the in- 
vestigators of being sloppy and 
perhaps missing idee that 
would have exonerated Simpson.

By then, the 
scars will have been healed. This 
is why Netanyahu insisted on 
summoning the central commit- 
tee into session now and having it 
vote on the primary system over 
Levy's ultimatum. 

“Netanyahu did not pick the 
fight with Levy, but having been 


lack of trust was such that, sadly. 
there perhaps was no choice but 
to part and. if that had to be, then 
better now than later.“ 

Even MK Meir Sheetrit, still a 
Levy sympathizer, understands 
that “Bibi was challenged.” Bur, 
he adds, “as the leader it was 
incumbent upon him to evince 
discretion and not just lust to win 
the battle but thereby lose the 
war. I fear that Levy's departure 
from the Likud spelis disaster for 
us. We will not be returned to 
power in 1996." 

Sheetrit continued: “Levy will 
take a big bite out of the Likud’s 
support. One poll gives him five 
Knesset seats.” 

However, it’s not clear that this 
momentum will be maintained 
until 1996. Historical experience 
shows that far more charismatic 
and illustrious defectors than 
Levy -- from David Ben-Gurion 
and Moshe Dayan to Ezer Weiz- 
man -- failed miserably in fielding 
splinter tickets. Levy's appeal is 
limited to a narrow sector of the 
population, which may not follow 
him blindly in any case. 

Observers believe that even if 
he can win five Knesset seats, 
only two will be at the Likud's 
expense. Two at least will come 
from the declining Shas and one 
may be wrested from Labor's 
fringe support in development 
towns and blue-collar neighbor- 
hoods. Complicating the picture 
is the fact that there will be a 
separate ballot for prime minister 
in 1996. If Levy enters the prime- 
ministerial race and if Tsomet's 
Raphael Eitan stays in it, they 
will jointly force a runoff be- 
tween the Labor and the Likud 
candidates. Levy might not nec- 
essarily be able to swing his sup- 
porters against Netanyahu in the 
second round. 

Moreover, the loss of some 
Oriental votes for the Likud 
could be more than amply made 

up by attracting a slice of the 
δερρὸν of 360,000 eligible voters 
from among the new Russian im- 
migrants.

The PLO 
chairman’s 
brother says 
doctors

HEY laugh alike. They 
walk alike. Sometimes, 
they even talk alike. 

Yasser, the older brother, is 
head of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and now the Pales- 
tinian Authority. His younger 
brother, Fathi, is a physician and 
founder of the Palestine Red 
Crescent Society. 

The only physical difference: 
the 62-year-old Fathi does not 
wear a keffiyeh or a beard. He 
offers another difference. 

“I am not a politician,” he 
says. “I am a medical doctor. I 
don't want to spoil my health 
work by going into political 

work.” 


The younger Arafat was in Je- 
tusalem this week to attend an 
Israeli-Palestinian medical con- 
vention sponsored by the embas- 
sies of several countries, includ- 
ing Canada, France and 
Switzerland. Like Yasser, Fathi 
worked the’ room like ἃ politi- 
cian, smiling warmly, shaking 
hands with some, hugging and 
kissing others. 

Israelis are not strangers to 
Fathi. He has been meeting them 
regularly since the late 1980s, 
mostly at conferences in Europe 
Last year, Arafat arrived in Jeru- 
salem and toured Hadassab-Uni- 
versity Hospital. 

Ruhama Marton, a psychiatrist 
and founder of the Association of 
the Israeli-Palestinian Physicians 
for Human Rights, recalls that 
the younger Arafat agreed during 
the Palestinian uprising to foster 
cooperation with Israeli health 
professionals. In 1993, Marton 
was invited to tour Cairo's Pales- 


tine Hospital, directed by Arafat. 


» “He's a very warm man,” Mar- 
ton says.

My next-door neigh- 
bor started to mow my lawn with- 
out my asking. They saw me as a 
woman alone. 

“The women, on the other 
hand, suddenly became quite 
cold.

their say. 

He fets Managua mayor Ar- 
noldo Aleman excoriate the San- 
dinistas at length. And he has 
former Sandinista hero Father 
Ernesto Cardinale state, “The 
spirit of the old Sandinistas no 
longer exists... the new party is 
monopolized, obsessed by politi- 
cal power... arbitrary and dicta-

NO SUCH balance exists in the 
Golan report. The correspondent 
for this segment is Rana Qab- 
bani. a Syrian living in London. 
married to Syrian President Ha- 
fez Assad's authorized biogra- 
pher Patrick Seale and known for 
her anti-Israel articles. 

- Her report, in which no Israeli 
ever appears, has little similarity 
to a news feature. A personal 
tale, it begins with her grand- 
mother who, she says, was 
robbed of her Golan land when 
Israel occupied it in the Six Day 
War. 

There is no way to check her 
story -- she mentions neither the 
location nor size of her “family's 
land” — but before 1967 the Go- 
lan was almost totally barren (ex- 
cept for Kuneitra, now back in 
Syrian hands), a plateau of 
mines, bunkers and barbed wire 
used by the Syrian army to shell 
the Israeli farms in the Hula val- 
ley and snipe at their inhabitants. 
140 Israelis were killed, and for 
over a decade, children in these 
farms slept in shelters. 


refugees” living near Damascus. 


According to the Syrian delega- 
tion to the peace talks, there 
were 200,000 Golan refugees. 
But the total number of Golan 
residents who left the heights, in- 
cluding military personne! and 
their families, could not have ex- 
ceeded 60,000. The villagers who 
stayed behind have been thriving 
ever since. 

The families split by the war 
can communicate only on the 
“shouting hill,” yelling to each 
other through megaphones, says 
Qabbani, because they cannot 
communicate by phone or mail. 
She omits to mention that it is 
Syria which refuses to allow tele- 
phone and mail contact between 
the countries. 

In the BBC's world, the Syrian 
dictatorship - whose crimes 
against humanity easily exceed 
those of Saddam Hussein and 
whose open wars and terrorist ac- 
Gons against Israel have been in- 
cessant since 1948 - must always 
stay the pristine victim. 

This is Qabbani’s first opportu- 
nity to inject a political message: 
“This separation has made [the 
families} even more deter- 
mined,” she assures us. “Peace, 
for them, means full Israeli with- 
drawal. Until then this will re- 
main their Wailing Wail.”

The soap-opera continues. 
Qabbani, nine years old in 1967, 
remembers not only her weeping 
grandmother, who died “without 
ever seeing her land again,” but 
“the thousands of frightened 
women streaming into Damas- 
cus,” among them a Beduin prin- 
cess, the beautiful Shamma. 

A Beduin princess on the Go- 
lan? Even old Hollywood specta- 
cles would have been embar- 
rassed by this one. But it gives 
the fairy tale its continuity, for 
Qabbani is determined to find the 
beantiful one: “If I could find 
her,” she ‘says in one of the 
show's more moronic non sequi- 
turs, “maybe prospects for peace 
would become clearer to me." 

What follows is the most puz- 
zling part of the show. Not be- 
cause it is unadulterated anti-Is- 
rael propaganda in the guise of 
journalism, nor even because a 
purportedly serious news net- 
work resorts to.a tear-jerking 
soap-opera format to make a po- 
litical point. But because the 
whole search, Qabbani's meeting 
with one Beduin family which 


leads her to Shamma’s son and 
then to Shamma’s pre is so 
rei 50 amalenrishly and em- 
arrassingly staged, that one 
wonders bow professional jude- 
ment could be so recklessly 


At one point Qabbani, sitting 
in a tent, asks Shamma's son

hope to return to the Golan?” 
And he, sounding like a Soviet 
man-in-the-street in the Brezh- 
nev era parroting the latest party 
line. says: “We are preparing to 
return to the Golan following a 
just and honorable peace.” 

This is a perfect cue for Qab- 
bani’s finale and the show’s re- 
frain yet again: “Like Shamma's 
son, Syrians are Teady for peace, 
but only if the Golan is returned 
in full. The example of Pales- 
tine’s continuing misery burns in 
people’s minds. Syrians don't 
want peace if it compromises 
their rights... The fight for peace 
came too late for women broken 
by war. It is their suffering which 
keeps ,my generation deter- 
mined. 


I hardly need to mention that 
the final scene is of Qabbani lay- 
ing a wreath at Shamma's gtave 
“near her beloved Golan.” The 
only thing missing is a lonely tear 
flowing down her cheek. Next 
time, get Vanessa Redgrave. 


WHEN CHALLENGED over a 
similarly biased, falsehood-rid-

casions as the giving of the To- 
rah, kingship of God on the 
birthday of the world, and the 
redemption of the land of Israel, 
are all served by an instrument 
whose essence is beayy. 

On the other hand, when it 
comes to the hatzoizrot in this 
week’s portion of Beha‘alotkha, 


illusion of 
the noun itself conmotes some- 
thing far different. Tzar means 
pain, narrow straits, the same 
root from which we derive Mitz- 
raim (Egypt), the land which 
caused pain and oppression to the 
Jews. 

The hatzotzrot take us away 
from the idealized dream world 
of the redemptive shofar, and 
bring us back to the grim reality 
in which the Jews must break 
camp, get ready for war, stand up 
to an oppressive enemy. 

Butis it all pain and angst? The 
same biblical section also com- 
mands us to use this instrument 
to herald the festivals and new 
months — genuine occasions for 
joy. “And in the day of your 
gladness, and in your appointed 
seasons, and in your new moons, 


you shall blow with the trumpets 
over your burnt offerings...” 
(Numbers 10:10) 

Interestingly enough, the To- 
rah, in the Aatzorzrot segment, 
describes two kinds of occasions, 
and calls for two kinds of sounds. 
One is a trua sound, a broken 
sigh/sob. “And when you go to 
war in your land against the ad- 
versary that oppresses you, then 
you shall sound an alarm [μα] 
with the trumpets.” 

Trua is also sounded when the 
Jewish people must break camp 
and journey from piace to place, 
the 40 years in the desert a pro- 
phetic foretaste of the thousands 
of years of exile the Jews would 
have to endure. 

But in addition to the ua 
sound, the Torah also commands 
the Aatzoizrot to blow a rkiya, a 
straight, exultant, expansive 
sound, demonstrating that even 
within this world of imperfection 
- and perhaps emanating from 
lessons derived from that pain 
and suffering -- the very hatzotzra 
can’ be employed to express a 
sound of joy and well-being, of 
Divine perfection and 
redemption. 

The véry dual nature of the 
festivals, the very dual nature of 
life in the world wherein the 
sweet may emerge from the bit- 
ter, is expressed by the two dis- 
tinct but intereoawectad sounds 


Ukiya. 
And even more to the point, 


not only do we send forth the 
joyous sound of kiya on festivals 
and new months, but also when 
the nation is commanded to 
unite. “But when the assembly is 
to be gathered together, you shall 
blow a t’kiya. You shall not sound 
an alarm of trua.” (Num. 10:7) 

If we doubted until now the 
significance of the dynamic ten- 
sion between the broken sua 
sound and the exultant fkiya 
sound, here we see this tension in 
action. Not only does the Torab 
tell us what the sound must be 
(kiya), but it makes sure to spell 
out what sound it must not be 
(trua). 

The message is clear: If we're 


successful in uniting the nation, - 


we can overcome every tribula- 
tion. Thus the kiya, the exalta- 
tion in the world of hatzotzrot, is 
the appropriate sound for a na- 
tion which is united. A nation 
united has nothing to. fear! 

The phrase describing the Isra- 
elites at Mount Sinai prior to the 
redemption is: “He camped on 
the mountain.” The singular pro- 
noun is an odd way to describe a 
nation of at least 600,000. But the 
Midrash explains that specifically 
on this occasion the nation was 
united in purpose and commit- 
ment; only on that basis were we 
worthy of a Divine revelation. 

And this may be the symbolic 
reason for two trumpets, and not 
one. Sounding two trumpets si- 
multaneously requires skill so 
that one does not overwhelm the 
other, and that they operate in 
concert and not in opposition. 

This expresses the essence of

NE of the most popular 
contests in bridge circles 
is the Mixed Pairs, which 
requires all partnerships to be 
made up of a man and a woman.

It will 
be easy to clean up, keep your 
garden safe, and, just incidental- 
ly, keep your neighbors happy. 


IF YOUR grass is very thin, with 
ground showing through, it may 
be caused by compacted soil. 
There are several things you can 
do. Try aerating. A too! for tat 
pokes holes in the soil is available 
at garden centers and nurseries. 
Then you can top-dress the grass 
with a layer of good compost and 
add some fertilizer. 

Always water deeply so the 
roots will reach down. Light wa- 
tering is.almost as bad as 00 wa- 
tering. Shallow roots will-.form 
and ;the: next hot spell will ‘burn 
them; ‘leaving dead’ patches of 
grass. A good soaking once or 
twice a week should be enough. 

Water early in the moming, 
not in the heat of the day. At 
midday the water coming out of 
the hose is so hot it cooks the 
grass. Let the water run out on 
the walk until it begins to cool 
before turning it on plants and 


grass. 


HE plague rat is a rare ani- 

mal here and can be found 

only in the salt marshes 
around Sdom. It is Nesokia in- 
dica, or huldat hadever in 
Hebrew. 

In its area of greatest dispersal, 
the Indian subcontinent, it is fre~ 
quently host to a number of viral 
and parasitic diseases, as well as 
being a vector of the flea that 
carries bubonic plague. 

Here, the nesokia or bandi- 
coot, as it is known here in En- 
glish, appears as a harmiess little 
™mammal that looks a bit like a 
rat, although it really isn't. It is 
somewhat heavier than a rat, 
with a short tail and short ears, 
and always lives in wet, marshy 
places. 

The fact that this pocket of ne- 
sokia exists indicates to geohis- 
torians that in the distant past 
there was enough moist, vegetat- 
ed land between here and India 
to allow the migration of this spe- 
cies into the area, which would be 
impossible today. 

Bandicoots have a habit of 
standing on their hind feet with 
both front paws clasped in front 
just under the chin, partially cov- 
ering the mouth. It looks as if it is 
just about to mutter “Oh, dear 
me” as it peers out of its intelli- 
gent, bright little eyes, its front 
paws atremble. 

Bandicoots are herbivores - 
that is, strictly vegetarian animals 
~ and have adapted here to the 
sparse and somewhat salty vege- 
tation of the area where they live. 
They eat a variety of leaves. roots 
and bark, and even make some 
forages into human garbage bins, 
where they select vegetables and 
bread from the trash. 

They do, however, need fresh

for Bourguiba, the founding fa- 
ther of independent Tunisia -- and 
then headed for Kairouan.

Kairouan is the site of the 
grand mosque of Sidi Oqba Ibn 
Nafi, one of the companions of 
the prophet Mohammed, who is 
credited with founding the city in 
670 CE and initiating the subse- 
quent conversion of North Africa 
to Islam.

I was glad we made it, but even 
happier that we were driving a 
rented car rather than our own. 

From there we backtracked 
into the desert mountains again 
to Matmata. That town's claim to 
fame is its cave dwellers, some of 
whom still live in a few of the 
hundreds of caves that dot the 
area. The cave dwellings were 
used as the site for the filming of 
Star Wars. Some of the more pic- 
turesque caves have now been 
linked up into a modern cave ho- 
tel. Our guide told us that nearly 
all the men in the village, as in 
many other parts of Tunisia, 
work in Europe and come home 
for a month once a year. 


MUCH OF central Tunisia is like 
our northern Negev. The really 
dramatic parts, deep into the Sa- 
hara, are very different. The 
large oases, with tens of thou- 
sands of lush date palms, are out 
of‘ Rudolph Valentino's The 
Sheik. 

Some of the best can be seen 
driving out from desert base 
towns like Douz and Tozeur, or 
across the desolate Chort el- 
Jerid. a gigantic shallow marsh- 
cum-saline sea. 

Tunisia’s coast has many beau- 
tiful beaches, which are the main 
attraction for the growing num- 
ber of European winter tourists, 

Just where the coast turns east- 
ward toward Libya is the island of 
Djerba, which lies about 1 km. 
from the raaioland and is reached 
by ferry. It too has beautiful 
beaches, but its main attraction 
for us was the Jewish community 
and synagogue at Ghreibe, about 
10 km. south of the main town, 
Houmt Souk. 
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, According to legend, the Jew- 
ish community of Djetba was 
founded by exiles from the de- 
struction of the First Temple in 
586 BCE. ᾿ 

Most of the Djerba Jews have 
immigrated to Israel. The com- 
munity’s present synagogue was 
built in 1920. and its adjoining 
complex of artisan shops has re- 
cently been refurbished as a lode- 
stone for a growing number of 
Jewish tourists. 

Artistically, the most impres- 
sive things to see in Tunisia are 
the marvelous mosaics and the 
Roman ruins. 

Both are reminders that this 
area of North Africa was a major 
part of the Roman Empire for 
half a millennium. Some of the 
best of the quite-intact large Ro- 
man cities can be seen at Sheitla 
and Dougga. The mosaics can 
best be seen at the Bardo Muse- 
um in Tunis, which was the pal- 
ace of the Beys of Tunes. 

Rome was af course preceded 
by Carthage, the Phoenician city 
and empire that was founded 
near today's Tunis by colonists 
from the city of Tyre in the ninth 
century BCE, When Roman Sen- 
ator Cato the Censor insisted 
“Carthago delenda est,” he really 
Meant totally destroved. 

There is virtually nothing to 
see at the site of the Carthage 
ruins. But there is an interesting 
Carthage Museum, which fea- 
tures a grisly reminder of the 
city’s Canaanite origins: archeo- 
logical remains — tiny bones and 
all -- of a Tophet, a biblical syn- 
onym for hell, which was the 
place where the Canaanite Baal- 
worshippers sacrificed children to 
their god. :

“Some of the people we have -gone to test 
have obviously known we were " Pe- 
tra Lofstedt, the team’s female half, told Reu- 
ters in an interview.
